2016 Selectmen Report 


You may recall that the renovations of the Pony truss Bridge on the Presidential Rail 
Trail were completed in 2014, but many of you may not be aware that the contractor on 
that project presented the town with a beautiful plaque made of boards re-purposed 
from the old bridge in the form of a flag. It was made by one of the employees and 
donated to the town in appreciation of our respect for things of historic value. The 
plaque has a place of prominence in the Selectman’s office; please ask to see it. 


Dredging of the Ravine House Pool was our major project this year. With the 
assistance of Jonathan Sisson and the encouragement of Barbara Arnold from the 
Randolph Foundation, the dredging was completed in time for July 4. The job was 
awarded to Northern New England Field Services who brought the job in under budget. 
As promised the Foundation matched funds with the town in making the project a 
reality. In addition, needed repairs to the dam base and spill way were done while the 
water levels were down. We are hopeful there will be many years of happy swimming 
at the Pool. 


At Town Meeting in March, the citizens supported the installation of a security camera 
system in town. The Selectmen found it difficult to find vendors willing to provide us 
with proposals for the project. As the project did not get completed prior to year end, 
the funds appropriated have lapsed into surplus. However, since year end, John 
Scarinza has submitted a reasonable bid from ADN, Inc. and we plan to propose this to 
you again at Town Meeting this year with funds to be provided from surplus. 


The Clarke family generously agreed to deed a parcel of land located adjacent to the 
Ravine House holdings to the Town to expand our recreation area. The transfer fees 
were funded by the Randolph Foundation. Thank you very much! 


The west end of Durand Road is now legally closed at the unmaintained bridge, which 
we affectionately call the “Bridge to Nowhere.” The bridge is signed as closed and 
blocked with a gravel pile. 


Per a vote of the Town, any resident requesting LifeLIne can now receive the services 
for free. In the past, half the cost has been paid by the Randolph Foundation, and now 
the Town Is picking up the balance. If you are in need of the services, please contact 
the Town. 


With the retirement of Bill Arnold, we advertised for a new mowing contractor. The bid 
was awarded to Croteau Lawn Services of Stark. We have heard only positive remarks 
on their performance. Another new face to our town is a secretary to several of our 
boards and commissions. Michelle Lutz of Gorham is now taking minutes for the 
Planning Board, the Zoning Board of Appeals and the Conservation Commission. We 
welcome the level of professionalism she brings to our boards. 


Our Selectman’s Assistant, Linda Dupont worked very hard in applying for FEMA grants 
for two projects, the box culverts on Durand Road and a new generator at the Municipal 
Building. Unfortunately both grant requests were not funded. Instead, the Select board 
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2016 Selectmen Report 


decided to look at self-funding the culvert project. We received an estimate from 
NNEFS for that project along with needed repairs to the bridge on the west end of 
Durand Road. On the warrant you will see our proposal for the culvert replacements. 
We felt we could not afford both projects in one year, but will provide you with the 
financial information you will need to help make this decision this year and next. 


The Select board established speed limits for all town roads this year. It is 35 mph on 
paved roads and 25 mph on gravel roads. Please be considerate in your travels, and 
remember, keeping your speed down not only is safer, it prevents damages to our 
biggest investment in this town: our roadways. 


In Our ongoing project to prepare Durand Road for repaving, our road agent replaced 
another 9 culverts and should complete this part of the project in 2018. He was also 
able to get some rock-picking done, another step which will need to take place before 
we can remove the existing surface and repave. Along with the spot paving this year, 
we were able to grade and pave the area in front of town hall to prevent water from 
puddling and freezing. 


Over the past few years, the town has been subjected to legal suits brought by various 
utilities who argue their property assessments are incorrect. | am happy to say we have 
settled one of these cases by agreeing to a new assessment in concurrence with the 
State which passed legislation setting into law a methodology to be used when 
assessing telecommunications poles. This will save us in legal fees, but also put us on 
firmer footing when it comes to properly valuing this type of property. 


| would like to thank the entire town for your graciousness and patience while the State 
rebuilt the bridge on the Moose River on Route 2. It was a huge inconvenience for 
everyone to detour around the west end of Durand Road during the project, especially 
during our busy summer season.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


Over the past two years, New Hampshire has experienced its busiest fire seasons since 1989. 1,090 acres burned during 
the 2016 season. The White Mountain National Forest experienced its largest fire since becoming a National Forest, 
burning 330 acres in the town of Albany in November. Fires falling under state jurisdiction burned 759 acres, with the 
largest fire of 199 acres occurring in Stoddard. The extremely dry summer led to a busy fall fire season with large fires 
occurring into mid-November. Drought conditions hampered fire suppression efforts and extended the time needed to 
extinguish fires. Your local fire departments and the Division of Forests & Lands worked tirelessly throughout the year to 
protect homes and the forests. The statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers continues to operate on high fire danger 
days. Our fire lookouts are credited with keeping many fires small due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. 
The towers fire detection efforts were supplemented by the NH Civil Air Patrol when the fire danger was especially high. 


Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where homes and 
flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2016 season threatened structures, and a few structures 
were burned, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent 
a wildland fire from spreading to their home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine 
needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your home free of flammable materials. Additional information 
and homeowner recommendations are available at www.firewise.org. Please help Smokey Bear, your local fire 
department, and the state’s Forest Rangers by being fire wise and fire safe! 


As we prepare for the 2017 fire season, please remember to contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to 
determine if a fire permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is 
required for all outside burning, unless the ground is completely covered with snow. Fire permits are also available online 
in most towns and may be obtained by visiting www.NHfirepermit.com. The burning of household waste is prohibited by 
the Air Resources Division of the Department of Environmental Services (DES). You are encouraged to contact the local 
fire department or DES at 603-271-3503 or www.des.nh.gov for more information. Safe open burning requires your 
diligence and responsibility. Thank you for helping us to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more 
information please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2214, or online at www.nhdfl.org.

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Randolph Conservation Commission 
2016 Annual Report 


The Randolph Conservation Commission is responsible for the proper utilization and 
protection of natural resources, including watershed resources, of the Town. The 
Commission conducts research, obtains information, and takes appropriate action to 
ensure the protection and safe utilization of such resources, as required by RSA 36-A:2. 


During 2016, in addition to the matters routinely referred to the Commission as 
required by law—for example, matters concerning land development and protection of 
wetlands and watercourses—the Commission has engaged the services of wetlands 
scientist Elise Lawson, who has begun work that will result in a study of the Moose 
River drainage. Lawson has worked for the Town on a number of previous occasions in 
connection with studies conducted for the Randolph Community Forest and with a study 
of the Israel River wetlands conducted for the Commission. We expect that the Moose 
River study will be completed in 2017. 


During 2016 the Commission accepted two donations. A donation of 1 acre of 
land adjacent to the Durand Lake Recreation Area was accepted from Daniel and 
Darlene Clark. The land has been conveyed by the Commission to the Town of 
Randolph and will be added to the Durand Lake Recreation Area. The Commission also 
accepted from Marie Beringer the donation of a conservation easement on 20 acres of 
land which borders the Randolph Community Forest. The easement will be added to 
other easements held by the Community Forest. We thank the Clark and Beringer 
families for these generous gifts. 


As noted above, in 2017 the Conservation Commission intends to complete the 
Moose River study currently underway. This study will form part of a new Natural 
Resources Inventory which the Commission is obligated to produce. (The previous 
inventory is outdated, as it is considerably more than 20 years old.) 


During 2017 the Commission will continue carrying out its mission responsibly 
and effectively, doing its part to protect the land and water resources, and the residents, 
of Randolph.

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Forest Commission Report 


This past year has been another busy one on the Randolph Community Forest. 


With the retirement of our forestry team of Walt Winturri and Watershed to Wildlife, who 
had been with us since the creation of the RCF, the Forest Commission initiated a 
search for a new forestry team to continue the good work done by Walt, Elise and John 
during the past 12 years. 


To start this process, a request for proposals was sent to over twenty licensed forestry 
professionals in the region. After receiving seven return responses, the Forest 
Commission invited four finalists to participate in a public presentation in March. After 
listening to each team’s management philosophy for the Community Forest, and the 
consulting resources each team brought with their respective personnel, it was decided 
that LandVest best suited the needs of the RCF. LandVest will now be responsible for 
implementing the goals in the recently updated Stewardship Plan, providing sylvicultural 
services, timber sale administration and operational logistics, oversite of our maple 
tapping lease agreement, GIS services, and future forest management planning. 
LandVest team members will also be working in cooperation with other wildlife 
management specialists to safeguard and enhance the wildlife, fisheries and watershed 
resources which are an important management priority on the forest. We welcome 
LandVest to the Randolph Community Forest and look forward to working with them 
now and in the foreseeable future. 


After a two year scoping and permitting process, the Forest Commission awarded a 15 
year maple tapping lease to Fullers Maple Farm, LLC of Lancaster, NH on 723 acres of 
the forest at the west end of town. The lease stipulates that a minimum of 25,000 taps 
will be installed at the end of 3 years from the signing of the lease. As of the writing of 
this report, approx. 18,000 taps have already been installed for the upcoming maple 
season, and it is anticipated that at final build out over 30,000 taps will be in place, 
providing important annual income to the Revolving Forest Fund. 


This year, the new trail to the Crystal Mine was completed by the Randolph Mountain 
Club trails crew and new signs have been made, which will be installed this spring to 
delineate the location of the trail from the Farrar Farm site to the Crystal Mine. Visitors 
are encouraged to explore the Crystal Mine site for viewing the crystal formations and 
small scale hobby mineral collecting. Hobby mineral collectors are encouraged to read 
the rules for mineral collecting which can be found 
at http://randolphforest.org/documents/ prior to doing any excavations at the Crystal 
Mine. No large scale or commercial type excavations or collecting is permitted, to 
protect the site for the education and enjoyment of future generations. 


Speaking of signs, it was decided by the Forest Commission to create a unique sign 
template to identify trails and roads which are under the specific management and 
responsibility of the Community Forest. The new sign design will be painted a 
background of forest green with off white lettering and the RCF initials in the lower 
corner. New trails created by the RFC and existing forest roads and junctions will be

properly signed to assist users of the forest in knowing where they are and how to get 
where they are going. By placing signs at major forest road intersections, the 
Commission believes this will also assist emergency responders in locating future calls 
for assistance. 


At this year’s annual Forest Day, nearly 50 attendees were introduced to our new 
forestry team and provided updates on the new Interpretive Trail at the end of Randolph 
Hill Road, the new Crystal Mine Trail, the maple tapping lease opportunity and several 
other projects taking place on the forest during the past year. Wildlife consultant John 
Lanier and County Forester and Forest Resources Educator Brenden Prusick also 
updated the group on the Dirt to Trees to Wildlife project, which is now well underway 
and is working with nine partners: the RCF, Natural Resources Conservation Service, 
USFS, Wildlife Management Institute, NH Granite, Northern Young Forest Initiative, NH 
Fish and Game, The Nature Conservancy, and UNH Cooperative Extension. We are 
proud to report that the RCF provided the original grant of $30,000 for this initiative that 
was then leveraged to obtain an additional $105,000 USDA grant plus a $75,000 in- 
kind services match grant. 


At the completion of the town hall portion of the Forest Day presentation, the group 
travelled up the Pond of Safety Road, stopping at several locations along the way to 
learn and discuss the positive effects of strategic timber harvesting, and the subsequent 
forest regeneration that occurs and its effect on wildlife, timber quality and overall forest 
health. 


Finishing the tour at the Pond of Safety, the group walked the new accessible trail to the 
ponds edge where Forest Ranger Katie Stuart (recently retired) was presented with a 
hand painted circular saw mill blade as a token of gratitude and appreciation for her 
work and commitment of cooperation between the US Forest Service and the Randolph 
Community Forest during her — 

tenure as the District Ranger in 
the Androscoggin District.

Planning Board Report 


During the past year, the Planning Board approved several items to include a lot line adjustment 
between family members and the adoption of an update to the vision and land use sections of 
the town’s Master Plan. 


This year the Board is proposing several changes to the land use ordinance to be voted on by 
ballot at town meeting. 


In the Driveway Section of the Ordinance, the board is proposing adding the following language 
to clarify the intent of the current maximum driveway length limit of 750 feet. 


The spirit, intent and general purpose of this requirement is to assure the 
availability of emergency services, including fire protection, to the property to be served 
by the driveway, and, generally to limit and prevent development which would be located 
at greater distances from maintained highways, in order to preserve public safety and the 
rural character and appearance of the Town, and to prevent undue increases in the costs 
of providing town services, 


The other proposed changes to the Land Use Ordinance are regarding signs adding a purpose 
statement to the sign ordinance which reads: 


3.31 PURPOSE: Provide standards to size and treatment of signs to protect 
against detrimental visual impact, provide a focus on transportation safety and maintain 
the rural character and scenic beauty of the community as reflected in the Master Plan 


Other proposed changes to the sign ordinance are to 


e reduce the height of a freestanding sign from 25 feet to 15 feet 

e toallowa sign on the Route 2 corridor to be up to 24 square feet in size 

e that signs may not be located on a vehicle or trailer for the purpose of 
advertising a business on-site 

e that home occupation signs contain the name and nature of the business carried 
within 

e banners have been added to the definition of temporary signs 

e several changes have been proposed to how signs are illuminated at night 


The Board encourages the town to adopt the proposed changes to the Land Use Ordinance. 


The Board also attended to its annual responsibilities involving the Randolph Community 
Forest, hosting a public meeting to present and then approve the forest budget for the upcoming 
year. 


In April, the Board hosted the annual Municipal Law Lecture which consisted of a review of new 
laws passed by the legislature and an explanation and discussion of how they may affect 
current subdivision and land use regulations as they may pertain to the town.. 


Planning board meetings are held the first Thursday of each month at 7pm and the public is 
welcome and encouraged to attend.

Northern Human Services’ The Mental Health Center in Berlin respectfully requests that the 
Town of Randolph continue its support of this agency through an appropriation in the amount of 
$339.00 at the 2017 Town Meeting. This amount represents a $1.00 per capita contribution 
based on figures from the most recent census. These funds will be used exclusively for the 
support of outpatient services provided through The Mental Health Center.

2016 ANNUAL REPORT OF DISTRICT ACTIVITIES 


Our Materials Recycling Facility processed a total of 1,280.80 tons of recyclables, for the 
period January 1, 2016 through December 31, 2016, representing $141,979.07 of marketing income 
to the District. 


For calendar year 2016, our Transfer Station received 2,081 deliveries from District residents 
for a total of 469.25 tons of bulky waste and construction and demolition debris. In addition, our 
382 commercial accounts delivered 356.38 tons of bulky waste and construction and demolition 
debris and 196.42 tons of wood. Recycling at the Transfer Station consisted of 1,244.12 tons of 
wood that was processed through a grinder, 206.01 tons of scrap metal; 303.61 tons of leaf and yard 
waste and 183.48 tons of brush which was chipped. In addition, 240 refrigerators /air conditioners; 
90 propane tanks; 4,348 tires; 53,936 feet of fluorescent bulbs; 473 fluorescent U tubes and HID 
lamps; 918 ballasts and 77.30 tons of electronics were recycled. We also received 1,748 gallons of 
waste oil from our residents which was used in our waste oil furnace to heat the recycling center. 
Transfer Station recycling income totaled $22,983.17. The District owns and operates the Recycling 
Center and Transfer Station. 


District Officers are: Chair Linda Cushman of Jefferson; Vice Chair Paul Grenier for the Coos 
County Unincorporated Places and Secretary-Treasurer Michael Rozek of Berlin. Other District 
Representatives: Yves Zornio of Gorham, Raymond Aube of Randolph, Larry Enman of Errol, 
Richard Lamontagne of Milan, Alan Rossetto of Northumberland, Colin Wentworth of Stark and 
Raymond Holt (Deceased, December 2016) of Dummer. 


In June, the District conducted its twenty-fifth annual Household Hazardous Waste 
Collection Day. The collection was held at the District Transfer Station with 319 households 
participating. The project was funded through the AVRRDD Budget with no assessments to the 
member communities. In addition, a grant from the State of New Hampshire reimbursed the District 
$3,518. The next Household Hazardous Waste Collection Day will be held Saturday, June 3, 2017 at 
the District Transfer Station. 


2016 was the fourteenth year of operations for the AVRRDD Mt. Carberry Landfill. Since 
purchasing the landfill in December 2002, no assessments have been made to the District 
municipalities for Mt. Carberry Landfill operations, with income raised through landfill tipping fees 
covering operating expenses. The landfill is operated, under contract with the District, by Cianbro 
Corp. 


No assessments will be made to the member municipalities for the 2017 AVRRDD Budget.

COMMUNITY PLANNING AND DEVELOPMENT 


As the Regional Planning Commission serving 51 municipalities and 25 Unincorporated Places of 
Northern New Hampshire, North Country Council continues to move forward as a proactive resource 
for our communities, partners and the region, providing professional economic development, 
community, regional, transportation and solid waste planning services to serve your needs. Here are 
some of the highlights from the past year: 


Played key, supportive role in helping to secure $800,000 in funding for infrastructure 
improvements at the former Wausau paper mill site in Groveton, as well as $25,000,000 for 
construction of the new Morrison Senior Living Community in Whitefield. 

Provided grant writing and technical assistance to assist communities. 

Designated to administer Northern Border Regional Commission (NBRC) grants within the 
region. 

Coordinated household hazardous waste collection events serving 26 towns in the region. 
Administered funds that enabled Grafton County Senior Citizens Council, Transport Central, 
Tri-County Community Action Program and Advance Transit to reimburse volunteer drivers 
for 5,549 trips provided to the elderly or disabled. 

Completed over 150 traffic counts throughout the region to provide consistent and reliable data 
for use when planning infrastructure improvements. 

Completed the last of four federally-funded scenic byway corridor management plans and 
staffed North Country Scenic Byways Council to maintain the state byway designation. 
Administered grant for the study of the Mad River to identify options for saving Campton 
Village water infrastructure from costly streambank erosion. 

Provided member municipalities with guidance on records storage, prime wetlands designation, 
private development on federal land, bonding, interpretation of local regulations, and to several 
communities with the process for cell tower review, master plan updates and capital 
improvement programing. Dues provided match funding to enable some additional hands-on 
assistance with updates to local land use regulations, zoning amendments, downtown 
revitalization, and MTAG and hazard mitigation grant applications. 

Assisted Coos County Planning Board with review of Balsams redevelopment plans. 
Facilitated bulk purchase by communities of the NH Planning and Land Use Regulations 
Developed a guide to help cities and towns learn how to better promote sustainable business. 
Partnered with Northern New England Chapter of the American Planning Association 
(NNECAPA) to post case studies from ME, NH and VT showcasing successful community 
development projects in rural communities.

] continue to work with the Governor, Council and Legislature on the important issues impacting the State. The Heroin and Opioid 
epidemic has been the number one issue. The Council has supported over $25 million in contracts for prevention, treatment and 
recovery programs. In addition, the Council supported several millions of dollars for Law Enforcement Operation of Granite Hammer 
to interdict and prevent drug smuggling.
